ANGELES, #®-—An 
elderly mechanic who shared in 
the historic creation of man’s 
first airplane, has come back 


to 


American soil from a 20-year 
exile in England. 
Charles B. Taylor, who was 


mechanic for the Wright broth- 
ers, is 81 and his doctor told him 
the trip from Los Angeles for 
the ceremonies at the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washing- 
ton tomorrow would endanger 
his health. 

“I wanted very much to make 
that trip East—they were even 


going to pay my expenses,” said 
Taylor, whose chief income is 


an $800 annual pension left him 
by Orville Wright, who died last 
January. “The doctor said the 
change in climate would be bad 
for my heart, though.” 

Taylor recalled that he re- 
paired the plane after its first 
momentous flights at Kitty 
Hawk, N. C. “The wind blew 
the plane over while it was 
standing on the ground and 
wrecked some parts,” said Tay- 
lor. “That was right after its 
fourth flight in December, 1903, 
and the Wrights asked me to fix 
it up quick. I did, and they gave 
me some of the old parts.” 

The mechanic also has 
spruce and cotton cloth 
as souvenirs of the craft.

German postal authorities said 
the French not only blew up the 
radio towers, but also the con- 
trol installations for the towers. 

Demolishing the towers clim- 
axed a long four-power dispute 
over Radio Berlin. 

The radio station itself is lo- 
cated in the British sector. The 
Russians have successfully re- 
sisted British efforts to foree 
them from the station, which they 


took over when Berlin fell. 


When the western powers came 


to Berlin the Russians insisted 
they retain control of the radio 
station, sayirfg it was their only 
broadeast outlet to the Soviet 
zone. 

The Russians posted armed sol- 
diers at entrances to the build- 
ing and no one was allowed in 
vithout a special pass 

As the east-west position wors- 
ened Berlin the British were 
urged by the other western pow- 
ers to take over the station, which 
broadcasts long tirades against 
the western allies 

The British did not take action 
because of the danger .of an in- 
cident involving British and Sov- 
iet troops. 

Officials at the Soviet station 
refused to comment.

MOSES LAKE AIR FORCE 
BASE, Wash., A?-—~Pilots who fly 
the air force's newest jet bomber, 
the Boeing B-47 stratojet, say it 
handles like a fighter despite its 
near B-29 size and weight. 

Scott Osler, Boeing test pilot, 
told reporters the men who take 
up the 60-ton, 600-mile-an-hour 
ship ‘feel that it flies a lot better 
than any other large airplane. It's 
more like a fighter than a B-29.” 

His discussion came Quring the 
first visit of newsmen to this iso- 
lated base, put to work recently 
for flight testing the B-47. It 
soon will be a night fighter base. 
Three hundred of the i,000 air 
force officers and men of the 325th 
Fighter Squadron, expected here 
by December, have arrived. 

Moses Lake Base is equalled by 
few airports in the size of its con- 
crete runways. They are two miles 
long and 500 feet wide, with 1,000 
feet of blacktopping at each end.
